Meeting between the Legal Counsel and an

1. Mr. Stavropoullos has asked me to seni you a brief 
report on a meeting which he-had today with an American 
Indian delegation. A member of the delegation had initially 
telephoned the Office of Mr, Narasimhan but, as the subject 
the delegation wished to discuss appeared to relate to the 
raising, on an international plane, of the situation of the 
American Indian, the call was transferred to the Office of 
Legal Affairs because of the~legal implications of this 
matter. 


2. - The delegation consisted of 4 persons, the two 
spokesmen being Chief Oren R, Lyons of the Iroquois 
Confederacy, and Mr, Meredith M, Quinn, a Sioux delegate 
from Wounded Knee, The delegation explained that they 
were returning from discussions in Washington where they 
believed that they had obtained some measure of sympathetic 
understanding. 


3e Chief Oren Lyons and Mr. Meredith Quinn explained 
to Mr, Stavropoulos the view of the American Indians that 
‘they constituted sovereign nations, in treaty relationship 
with the United States, which exercised a form of guardian- 
ship over them. They enquired whether there was any way 
in which they could raise their difficulties with the United 
States in the international forum of the United Nations. 
Mr. Stavropoulos explained to them the difficulties presented 
by Article 2, paragraph 7, of the Charter which prohibited 
the United Nations from interfering in any matter essentially 
within the domestic jurisdiction of any State. He aiso 
mentioned the right of individual petition to the Commission 
on Human Rights, a procedure which the members of the 
delegation informed him they were already pursuing. 


4, «The entire interview was a very harmonious one, 
lasting for over an hour, the delegation appearing to understand 
the difficulties in the way of presenting their case on a full 
international plane. They appeared to be pleased that a senior 
official of the United Nations had agreed to see them, and they 
mentioned that they might wish at some later date to meet again 
with Mr. Stavropoulos to discuss their problems and give their 
views.

We particularly wish to bring to the attention of the United Nations 
the treatment of Indians in generel and those in Wounded Knee in particular 
by the United States Government. We have for a long time been deprived of 
wany rights enjoyed by other citizens and even aliens in this country. . 


We are the original inhabitants of this continent and we do not. © 
endey. the same rights as other people... 


We demand and ask your assistance in helping us achieve a better 
treatment of Indians in this country. The rerioval of the United States Armed 
Forees from Wounded Knee. We ask in particular that this lofty and august 
body intervene to render some humanitarian measures to our people in Wouaded 
Knee, particularly in allowing the passage of food and medical help, water. and 
fuel. Also the freé access andmovement of spiritual and religious. leaders and 
Ko the free access and movement of attorneys and persons under indictment. 


We have signed with the United States Government an agreement on 
April 5 te which we have strictly adhered, and the United States Government 
has yiolated such an agreement. We request an adherence by the United States 
Government. to this egreement. We, as one of the oldest and most influenciel 
nations among the Indians, are their mediator, throughout our history of 
this country, and are offering our help to bring about peace between the 
United States Government and the Indians in Wounded Knee, and we asx your 
encouragement and assistance in our endeavour. We also ask that repressive 
measures. against Indians involved in supporting Wounded Knee be completely 
stopped by the U.S. Government.

A group of American Indians met correspondents in the-Unjted Nations 
Correspondent fesociation club this afternoon, Most of them were from the 
Oglala Sioux Nation, There are seven divisions among the Sioux and the Oglalas 
are made up of about 12,000 people. Most of the Indians who had come’to the 
press conference said that they had relatives who had died in the Wounded Knee 
massacre, 


The questions asked by the correspondents dealt mainly with the current 


_@vents at Wounded Knee and the problems confronting the Indian People, There 


were same questions on the role of the United Nations. 


Vernoh Bellcourt, a national director of the American iia Sievaadat, 
said the United States Government had entered into over 3500 treaties, with his 
people. These treaties had been completely ignored by the United States despite 
the fact that” they had been entered into by sovereign nations, The feeling that 
they were independent people belonging to sovereign independent nations had never 
been given up by the Indians, he said, 


At present several tribes in Wounded Knee were willing to lay down their 
lives for what they believed in, What happened in Wounded Knee may not achieve 
results today but the. children and grandchildren of the Indians would benefit, 
he said. 


Continuing, he said that' the representatives of the Indians had met 
Cher de Cabinet, C,V, Narasimhan who had informed them that the Charter prevented 
the United Nationa trom interfering in the domestic affairs of states, 


Now he said the Indians were making efforts among United Nations delega- 
tions to gain recognition of the ‘sovereignty and independence of the Indian 
people. They also hoped to have their dispute with the United States brought 
before the Security Council. 


Another spokesman for the Indians added that the Indians had a right 
to appeal to the United Nations ag the treaties between the Indian nations and 
the United States were entered into between sovereign states, What the Indians 
were attempting wags in ful] accordance with the existing international law. 


A correspondent suggested that they should take their problems to the 
Special Committee of 24 on decolonization or the Human Rights Commission, The 
spokesman said that the Indians would need ail the help they could get from 
whatever quarter, 


Would the Indians apply for United Nations membership? 
They would, if such membership was open to them,

The Oglala Sioux Nation is appealing to the United Nations to take 
up the issue of the sovereignty of the Oglala Sioux Nation. The history 
and present situation o* genocide of the American Indian, the statistics 
c* poverty, death, unemployment, suicide, life expectancy, and the his- 
wvy of the annihilation of the traditional cultural, as well ag the im- 
mediate threat ’°~ the existence of the Oglala Sioux Nation at Wounded 
Knee, South Dakota, make this appeal urgent. 


Besides the above named reasons Meredith Quinn, Santee Sioux, and 
legal representative for this Nation outlines further arguments for recog 
nition of the Oglala Sioux Nation: 


1) That if the case of the American Indian is heard, documented his- 
tory will show “intentional” and premeditation" by the U.S. Government in 
depriving the American Indian of their rights to land, resources, monies, 
fishing, hunting, water, education, welfare, health, civil law, and sover- 
eignty, in viclation of 389 treaties ratified by the Congress of the U.S.3 


2) That the Indian Tribes, Reservations and Nations are sovereign 
netions that were placed under guardianship of the U.3. and Indian people 
we never citizens of the U.S.3

3) That no official of the U.S. government, in whatever office, can 
make any statement or judgement prejudicial to the interests of the U.S. 
As the Sioux Nation is a sovereign state, claiming all its full rights of 
territory and resources, no U.S. government official can impartially, 
fairly, protect or represent the interest of any Indian Tribe, Reservation 
or Nation; 


4) That the government and agencies have full custody of the docu- 
ments, records, and artificats of the Indian Nations which are not subject 
to subpoena but which if they were would prove that the U.S. government 
has not honored the treaties made with the Indian peoples; 


5) That because the United States government put the Indian Tribes, 
Reservations and Nations under guardianship; and has never given them the 
full rights of citizenshi>, the Sioux Nation declares it has never aban- 
doned its Indian citizenship to the United States; 


6) That the law of the United States do not govern the citizens of 
the Sioux!ation regardless of the fact that the Sioux Nation falls within

the territory of the United States. The mere fact that the U.S. signed 
treaties (The U,S. does not sign treaties with its own citizens.) with 
the government of Indian Tribes, Reservations and Nations establishes the 
sovereignty of said Nations and thus the Indian Nations have sole power 
to establish laws governing the Indian people. 


7) That because of guardianship winning a war between nations does . 
not mean the sovereignty of the "conquered" nation is terminated and incor+ 
porated into the "victor" nation. 


8) that all those agents and representatives interfering with the 
Sovereign Nation of the Oglala Sioux in Wounded Knee must be looked at as 
trying to overthrow the legitimate traditional Sovereign Oglala Sioux 
Nation.

William Powell gaid that the Secretary~Gemeral's appointments vere: ral 3 
Mr, Grozev (Bulgaria), Mr. Jankowitech (Austria), Mx. Lusaka (Zambia) and 

Rev. Hesburgh, President of Notre Deme University, He said all these were 

at the request of the individuals concerned, 


The appointment of Mr. Lusaka was as President of the Council for 
Namibia, A Pregs Release was now being processed on a statement by the 
Council regarding recent mensures proposed by South Africa for Namibia. 


Regarding the Security Council meeting in Panama, he said that 
Mr, Jankowski and the OPI team going to Panama would meet with the Press 
in Room 226 at 2:30 p.m. tomorrow, The President of the Council had said 
so far nine Foreign Ministers from Latin American countries had said they 
‘would attend the meetings. They were: Costa Hica, Colombia, Venezuela, 
Ecuador, Cuba, Peru, Panama, Guyana ami Jaeica, tarcta C 
hed written a background release on the Panema meeting which would be 
available later today. 


Hr. Powell drew attention to the Press Release on the Secretary- 
Generel's travels in Latin America, 


He also drew attention to a CESI Press Release on the statement by 
Philippe De Seynes today in Chicago on the United Nations and the changing 
world economy. 


Mr. Powell was asked if the Secretary—General met Hr. Scali of the 
United States last night, ani he said not that he was aware of, but thet he 
would check, 


To questions regarding the status of the possibility of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government of South Viet-Nam having 4 liaison office, he said 
the matter was still under etuly., He did not know when the Legal Counsel 
would complete his opinion for the Secretary-Gieneral, He did not expect the 
opinion as such to be made public since it was a study for the Secretary-Ceneral, 
lie did not know if the Secretary-General had now raised the question officially 
with the United States and declined to go into any of the details of the 
SecretaryIeneral's briefing to Security Council meubers regarding the Paris 
nectings. 


To questions regarding the United States Indians who had come to request 
that they be heard by the Security Council and tht observers be sent to the 
United Stetes Vest, Mr. Powell said Mr. Narasinhan had given the Secretary- 
General notes on his conversation with the Indians. It had been explained 
that 1t was not within the SecretaryGeneral's competence to fulfil the request 
in question,

Replying to further questions, he eaid that it was not the 
Secretary-General's intention to refer the matter to the Security Council 
or to request the Legal Counsel to undertake a study of the request. 


Mr, Powell said Mr. Narasimhan hed explained that the 

was not competent to deal with the matter in terms of Article 2 paragraph 7 

of the United Nations Charter, He said Mr. Naresimhen had not dealt with 

the status of the treaties or whether they were valid or invalid. Asked 

if the Indians could go before the United Nations Human Rights Commiasion,

Asked if Mr. Narasimhan het mentioned to the Indians precedents in 
the decolonization Coamittee for hearing individuals, Mr. Powell said the 
quastion of decolonization had not arisen, 


A correspondent said the whole meeting with Mr, Narasimhan “sounds like 
a brush off", Mr. Powell said the meeting had gotie on for 45 minutes to an 
hour and he would not call this a brush off.

Before initiating the discussion, Mr. Vernon Bellecourt asked 
me to join the group in a minute of prayer. 


Thereafter he began by referring to the events at Wounded Knee, 
South Dakota. It was his hope that this would draw national and 
international attention to the populer revolution that was taking 
place among the Indians. 


Continuing, Mr. Bellecourt said that under the existing arrange- 
ments, the tribal chairman was a puppet of the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs. The Bureau leased their lands contrary to their wishes. 

It had created a corrupt form of government in the tribal reservations. 
As a result, the people suffered while the tribal chiefs flourished. 
The occupation of the Bureau of Indien Affairs in November 1972 was 
also intended to draw attention to the grievance of the Indians. 

Their movement had the strong support of the vast majority of the 
Indian people.

Mr. Bellecourt said that 371 treaties between the U.S. Government 
and Indian people ratified by Congress had been violated. Several 
others, not ratified by Congress, had also been violated by the U.S. 
Government. The mineral resources on tribal land had been exploited 
for the benefit of U.S. capitalists. The extreme case was that of a 
tribal chief in Oklahoma who had become the head of Phillips Petroleum. 


Chief Lyons said that it must be remembered that the Indians 
were a sovereign people. They had separate treaties with the 
government, not only in the U.S.A., but also in Canada, Mexico and 
several Latin American countries. In every case these treaties 
had been systematically violated. The Indian people had no-one to 
turn to except the United Nations, which was based on humanitarian 
principles. The Indian people were the victims of their own humanity 
to their white borthers. They appealed to the UN for justice and 
freedom and a friendly hearing. He claimed that those present, in the 
room represented millions of their Indien brothers. 


One exampie of a treaty that was violated by the governments 
concerned was the question of free access for certain Indian tribes 
across the U.S.-Canada border. Such free access was provided for 
by treaty but was not being allowed by the respective governments. 

The Indian tribes lived on both sides of the border and were put to 
considerable difficulty. He summed it up by saying that the Government 
was interfering with their religion, culture and language and they 
would not tolerate it any more. 


Mr. Papineau referred to the Iroquois Confederacy which had 
entered into treaty relations with the Federal Government as early 
as 1788. The State of New York was violating these treaties and 
refusing to return to them 28 documents which they were entitled to 
get back. They were being paid annuities at the 1788 level (below 
$2 per capita per annum) and the State had refused to bring up the 
annuities to the 1973 level. 


Mr. Bellecourt said that the popular revolution was directed not 
only against the United States Government but also against the puppet 
governments of tribal chiefs. He wanted the leaders of the movement 
to be able to address the Security Council and to ask for UN Observers 
to be sent to places like Wounded Knee, where Indian lives were in 
Jeopardy. He also wanted to be allowed to address the General Assembly, 
to report that their minerals had been stolen and that they should be 
allowed to protect their rights against the U.S. Government and the 
tribal chiefs who were the Government's puppets.

Chief Waterman referred to the Two Row Wampum Belt which 
represented an undertaking that the two forms of government, namely 
the Indian and U.S., would be parallel and avoid mutual entanglement 
and involvement. Mr. Bellecourt also drew attention to the genocide 
that was systematically taking place of Indians in Central and Latin 
American countries. He wanted to know what the United Nations was 
doing about it. 


I explained to the participants thet I wes only a Civil Servant 
in the Secretariat and that all I could do was to report the substance 
of the conversation to the Secretary-General. The Secretariat had 
no authority to bring these matters to the attention of either the 
Security Council or the General Assembly. That could be done only by 
a Member Government. I also drew attention to Article 2 paragraph 7 
of the Charter. 


Replying to this point, Chief Lyons said that the Indians were a 
sovereign people, although their territory was surrounded by the United 
States. They wanted to know what the procedure was if they were to 
apply for membership of the United Nations in their capacity as a 
sovereign people. I told him that the procedure for such applications 
was for them to be dealt with by the Security Council in the first 
instance and by the General Assembly on its recommendation. At their 
request, I provided them with copies of the Charter of the United Nations.
